Motion ſpoke Grandeur, every Action was eaſy and without any Affectation or Meanneſs, and 
proclaim'd her a Heroine deſcended from the long Race of ſo many Paternal and Maternal He 
roes ; Majeſty ſat enthron'd on her Forehead, and her curious large black Eyes ſtruck all that had 
the Honour to approach her, with Aw and Reverence; but all her External Glories, though the- 
greateſt of her Sex, were nothing to her Internal, and ſhe ſeems to have eſtablith'd the Opinion 
of Plato, who aſſerts, That the Soul frames its own Habitation, and that beautiful Souls make © 
themſelves beautiful Bodies. She had a great deal of pleaſant Wit, joined with an equal Soli- # 
dity of Judgment; ſhe was Devout, without the Defects that young Aſpirers to Piety are ſome- 
times incident to; and though ſhe comply'd with the Diverſions of the Court, her greateſt Plea 
ſure was in pious Retirement. She was very affable, and of a ſweet mild Temper, full of Pity ® 
and Compaſſion, which is the diſtinguiſhing Character of the Royal Family of the Stuarts. To ſum 
up all in a few Words, ſhe was a dutiful and obedient Daughter, an affectionate Siſter tenderly 
loving and below d by the Hero her Brother. On both their Countenances were divinely mingled; 
the noble Features and Lineaments of the Stuarts and the D' Efte's, and Beauty triumph'd over 
both, with this only Difference, That in him it was more Strong and Maſculine as becoming his: 
Sex, in her more Soft and Tender as more ſuiting with hers ; in both, excellent and alike. She was 
four Years younger, as if defign'd by Providence to confute the black Calumny of her Brothers 
Birth, and her Royal Mother's Inability of having Children. To be ſhort, in her the Diſtreſſed have 
loſt a certatn Comforter, her Servants an excellent Miſtreſs, and the World one of its moſt pre- | 
cious Gems. She died expreſſing the warmeſt Sentiments of Piety, and the moſt perfect Reſigna- 
tion, uttering often her oye! Father's dying Words and Ejaculations, as Inheritrix of his Piety.
